Tests For Politicians 



If Student Congress should find 

time to meet within the next week 

or so. a new constifntional rc\isi()!i 
will lie proposed, disf iisscd I)y tlic 
sludciil politicians, and either rati- 
fied or rejected. 

As we uuiUTstaiid it, the revision 
will change the structure of SC radi- 
cally, so that the president will be 

selected by the assembly, and rep- 
resentation \\ ill h(> composed mainly 
from UK departments. 

But if the legislators really want to 
pet radi( al and sincerely con\ t rt their 
organization into a workable one, the 
establishing of stringent qualifications 
for SC candidates might possibly heal 
some of the wounds of inefficiency 
being festered in the assemUy. 

We refer specifically to setting up 
a testing system for candidates on the 
organization, its workings, responsi- 
bihties, and constitution. Several col- 
leges and universities in the U. S. re- 
quire candidates for student govern- 
ment to pass an examination before 



they can legally run for office. 

The use of ti sf s would ( 1 ) increa.se 
the elficiency of SC, (2) ase( if liii that 
candidates know the orizani/aticwi so 
that meetings would not be wasted 
in silly debates over duties^ and (3) 
make the requirements for student 
offices based on knowledge rather 
than iiopnl.ii it\ . thus building more 
confident' in the uroiip. 

The histors oi student uo\< itMnent 
at UK has been rife with cojnplacency, 
hck of sense of direction, and reli- 
ance on the popular candidate rather 
than the capable one. Althon^h last 
year's congress was fast developing 
into an operable organization, it was 
stunned b> an election fraud which 
virtually stripped it of confidence and 
prestige. It Ims been convalescing 
since. 

To assure a swifter road to recov- 
ery and stouter assembly, S(. can 
treat itself by setting up examin- 
ations for candidates and by flunking 
those who only bastardize the con- 
gress with apatfiy.

The Honors Program is not a 
new idea. Colorado had such a 
program for years and in Feb- 
ruaiy, 1930. adopted if officially 
as the Honors Program. From 
there it spread In all directions 
to many colleges and universities 
in the United sute!>. Several uni- 
versities In the South have the 
program. 

Acting as a central information 
and date collecting agency is the 
Inter-Unlversity Committee on the 
Superior Student. Its headquarters 
are on the University of Colorado 
campus at Boulder. 

The movement for the program 
at UK brpan with appoint mont by 
President Dickey of a subcommit- 
tee to the Committee of Fifteen. 
The subrommlttee made its report. 
With recommendations for execu- 
tion and administration of the 
program, in Iday. 1959. It was ac- 
cepted by the Univeraity True t eee. 
Univrrsity Faculty, and the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen.
